Joe: Sousa, proprietor of a email 


rcBlaurpnt just beyond the Middle- 
town line at Newport Beach, Ls held 
for the grand jury on a charge of 
murder, as the result of the death 
of Thomas Cahill, which occurred at 
the Newport 
Hospital on 
Sunday 


morning. Cahill's death was due to 
bullet woundn inflicted at the Sousa 
place early on the morning of the 
Fourth of July. 
, According to the story 
told by 


Sousa, Cahill came into his restau- 
rant with a party of five persons, in- 
cluding several women, early Friday 
morning. He demanded that the peo- 
ple be served lobsters, and when'he 
was informed that there were no 
lobsters in the place, he became abu- 
sive and finally attacked Sousa. The 
latter claims that he fired several 
shots from a revolver in self-defense. 
Cahill was wounded in the head and 
in the body. He was carried to the 
Newport Hospital as quickly as pos- 
sible, but it was seen that his condi- 
tion was critical a'nd from the first 
there was little hope of saving his 
life. 


. Sousa was placed under arrest by 
the Middletbwn police and brought 
to the Newport police station for safe 
keeping. He bore evidence of rough 
handling, and claimed that the whole 
party had taken part in the assault 
upon him. Saturday morning he was 
arraigned .before Judge, Levy on a 
warrant charging assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon •with intent to kill. 
He pleaded not guilty, and was held 
for the grand jury, bail being fixed at 
flO.OOO. 
After some delay this was 


obtained, and he was released. When 
Cahill's death occurred, ho \vas re- 
arraigned and pleaded not guilty to 
the charge 'of murder, which is a 
charge on which bail cannot be ac- 
.cepled except by order of the Superior 
Court. 


The 
police have 
obtained 
the 


names of those who were in the 
pa.rty that visited the restaurant with 
Cahill, and they are being held under 
bond as material witnesses. The res- 
taurant bore evidence of the rough 
handling that it received, and pic- 
tures were.taken of the place before 
any changes had been made. 


•. Cahill was formerly in the employ 
of Charles A. Hambly. The car that 
he drove was the property of Thomas 
Lucas.

Enclosed came some 
Storm King Fuchsia, sweet scented 
geranium, and lemon verbena, which 
arrived here in fresh condition, be- 
ing delivered in the early mail of 
July 3rd.

first letter to arrive in Newport from 
San Francisco.

The board had re- 
quested the Newport Electric Corpo- 
ration to run their through cars be- 
tween the Mile Corner and Harrison 
avenue, but the Company replied that 
a careful study of traffic conditions 
showed that the greater amount of 
travel was from the Mile Corner to 
the Beach during the summer months. 


However, information reached the 


board that the connections at Frank- 
lin street are uncertain, and "they 
v,ant to know why they cannot be im- 
proved.

street 
commissioner called 


attention to the condition of the wood 
block pavement on Broadway, south 
of Lake's Corner, which is especially 
bad between the car rails. 
He sug- 


gested the possibility of requiring 
the car companies to install new 
ties and repair the pavement be- 
tween their tracks. The matter was 
referred to Aldermen Allan and Mar- 
tin to consult with the city solicitor.

way came in for some criticism. A

General A. A. Barker, stating that 
the light at the corner of Broadway, 
and Clinton avenue was so bright 
that the piazza could not be used at 
night, and that one of the bedrooms 
was useless for sleeping purposes.

been made unofficially. 


A committee consisting of Alder- 


men Kirby and Hughes was appointed 
to look into.hackney conditions at the 
Beach, where it was said that these 
vehicles had been forced out of their 
customary places because of the new 
construction. 


Bids were opened for supplying 


coal and fuel oil to the city, and the 
awards were made to the lowest bid- 
ders. A large amount of routine busi- 
ness was transacted and many licens- 
es were granted.

HE federal taxes laid on telephone toll messages by the Revenue 
Act of 1921 have been removed by the Revemie Act of 1924, 
which was enacted on June 2, and became effective as regards 


these taxes oil July 2. 
Under the act of 1921, the taxes imposed on 


telephone messages were as follows: 


On n telephone message for which Ihe charge WRB 
moro thnn fourteen cents and not more than 
fifty 


cents a lax of

On a telephone message for which tho charge was 
more than fifty cents, a tax of 
- 
10 centi 


These tuxes were highest in proportion io the charge for service for 
toll messages over moderate distances, the tax in some cases amount- 
ing to one-third of the toll charge. 


We have anticipated the increased uso of toll Facilities 
that .will follow the removal of these taxes and have 
taken the necessary steps to prepare for it.
